Response to Amendment

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to independent claims 1 and 1 1 are allowable over the prior art for at least the 
reason that the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails discloses or 
render obvious a measuring system and method for detecting defects of an object 
comprising all the specific elements with the specific combination including of means for 
creating a representation of the object according to the electrical charges, wherein the 
system comprises means for obtaining information from the representation en of light 
scattered by entering the object and emerging from the object at a different location 
from the entering location after being spread in the first layer and the second layer of 
the object from the representation and means for comparing the information to stored 
information in order to detect defects on the object in combination with the rest of the 
limitation of claims 1 and 1 1 .
